Nagea won the Del Mar Derby, and a 
week later Amri-An rolled home an easy 
4'4-length winner of the Del Mar Debu- 
tante Stakes, a race that has become the 
most important event in the West for 2- 
year-old fillies. 

Amri-An, since the Del Mar season 
opened, has been spending about an hour 
a day in the surf. But on the morning of 
the Debutante, Dunn thought that it might 
be better for the filly if she passed up her 
usual swim. Like a woman, Amri-An had 
definite ideas of her own on this. 

She kicked and fussed and fumed until 
Dunn relented. and took her down to the 
beach. There. on the end of a shank while 
Joe sat on the stable pony, Amri-An play- 
ed in knee-deep surf for about an hour. 
When she was returned to her stall, she 
was as quiet and contented as a sleepy 
kitten. 

Eight fillies started in the Debutante, 
and Amri-An was away none too alertly. 
But she settled into stride easily, and 
reached the leaders before they had gone 
a sixteenth. From then on it was her race, 
and the only question was how far she’d 
be in front at the wire. 

Running easily, the brown daughter of 
*Ambiorix—*Banri An Oir was 3 lengths 
on top going into the far turn, 6 lengths 
at the top of the stretch. By that time,

Amri-An completely smothered her oppo- 
sition, and the race was over. She seemed 
tired in the run to the wire, and jockey 
Alex Maese, taking no chances, kept her 
under pressure by shaking her up with 
the whip twice at about the final furlong- 
marker and twice more just as he reached 
the final sixteenth. Her time for the 6 fur- 
longs was 1:0924, the second-fastest run- 
ning of the Debutante in the 10-year his- 
tory of the stakes. Darling June captured 
last summer’s renewal in 1:0915. 

El Peco Ranch’s Chicha was second, 
with Annie Alma third. Back of them at 
the wire were Mighty Fair, Andy Crevo- 
lin’s Decorated filly which had won 4 in 
a row at Longacres; Shopping Basket. 
Darker Shadow, and Never More. 

Amri-An stepped the first quarter in 
:2146, the half in :4435. She stands 15:3. 
and weighs about 980. 

She is a half-sister to the 3-year-old 
*Tulyar filly Paris Pike, winner of the 
Oaks at Hollywood Park. “She’s a much 
better filly than Paris Pike, though,” Dunn 
said. 

This has been a good year for fillies in 
Keck’s fashionable stable. In addition to 
Paris Pike and Amri-An, Joe has Nas- 
cania and a 2-year-old sister to Bagdad. 
Basra. The latter raced impressively at 
Hollywood Park, and then rapped an 
ankle, causing Dunn to let up on her for 
a while. 

“But there isn’t that much difference.” 
Joe said, indicating the width of his cig- 
arette, “between Amri-An and Basra.” 

The Debutante marked the last race of 
the year for Amri-An and others in the 
Keck stable which have been campaigning 
at Del Mar. Joe plans to ship to Santa 
Anita Park as soon as the stable area 
opens, and freshen up his horses for the 
big winter season. Only thing, there isn’t 
an ocean nearby, and Amri-An won't be 
as happy as she has been at Del Mar.

Hooper and Crozier 


Cuicaco. For the first time in several 
years Chicago had championship pretend- 
ers in the 2-year-old divisions. Charlton 
Clay’s Rose Bower beat the fillies handily 
in 3 races, including the Princess Pat 
Stakes, and last Saturday Fred W. Hoop- 
er’s Crozier, a son of *My Babu—Miss 
Olympia, by Olympia, scored a clean-cut 
decision in the Washington Park Futurity. 
This followed Crozier’s victory in the 
Prairie State Stakes, in which he had de- 
feated Pappa’s All, Intensive, Beau Prince, 
and others. 

Pappa’s All, the California-bred colt 
which had edged Crozier by half a length 
in the Arlington Futurity, missed the 
Washington Park Futurity. The colt 
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rapped himself in his stall 7 days before 
the race, and while X-rays disclosed no 
breaks, trainer Buddy Leavitt said the 
colt would be out of competition for 2 
or 3 months and would be pointed for the 
Santa Anita meeting. 

After Crozier and jockey Braulio Baeza 
scooted home ahead of Intensive in the 
Washington Park Futurity, tall Fred 
Hooper said he had a dandy story about 
the colt. 

“T don’t know if I should tell it, 
though,” he said. 

“Go ahead, tell him,” 
some wife. 

“Well.” said Hooper, “this was a few 
years ago, and I made a deal with Paul 
Ebelhardt, who was at Calumet Farm 
then, to swap a season to Olympia for 
one to Mark-Ye-Well. The mare I had 
in mind was Miss Olympia. Olympia was 
a proven sire while Mark-Ye-Well hadn’t 
made a name for himself yet.

“T finally got a letter from Ebelhardt 
saying that Mrs. (Gene) Markey had 
nixed the deal. She didn’t want anything 
to do with sprinting blood. Well, I had 
this letter with me at Hialeah one day 
—this must be 3 years ago last winter — 
and I showed it to Mrs. Markey. She 
was sorry, but that was that. It happened 
I was in a box with John Galbreath and 
Leslie Combs, and I told them about it. 
Hell, they both said they’d be glad to 
swap, I could send Miss Olympia to any 
stud they had. Galbreath and I had al- 
ready done a little business, so I said I’d 
get together with Combs on a stud. That’s 
why I bred Miss Olympia, who was a 
pretty good runner, to *My Babu and not 
to Mark-Ye-Well.” 

Crozier was named for Hooper’s top 
construction boss, Crozier Smith. Hooper 
is in the heavy construction and_ land- 
development business, with a home at 
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Coral Gables, Fla., and a 5,000-acre farm 
and another home near Montgomery, Ala. 
An immediate success in horse racing 
(Hoop, Jr., his first horse, won the Ken- 
tucky Derby), Hooper owns 49 mares and 
has 5 stallions at Montgomery — Educa- 
tion, Hoop, Jr., Pry, Greek Game, and 
*Quibu. He also is part owner of Olympia. 
one of his former runners, and other 
studs. Hooper for years has been particu- 
larly successful with his 2-year-olds, espe- 
cially around Chicago. 

Hooper and trainer Chuck Parke have 
mapped an ambitious eastern program 
for Crozier: the Belmont Futurity. then 
the Champagne and Garden State Stakes. 
“We should meet Hail to Reason some- 
where along the way,” Hooper said. 

“I think Crozier is the best we’ve had 
in a long time,” he continued. “I believe 
he'll go on, but you can’t tell about 
2-year-olds. This is my first *My Babu. 
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and Crozier is out of a sister to Olymar.” 

It was Olymar which cost Hooper a 
victory in the 1957 Arlington Futurity, 
committing a needless foul in the stretch 
while Alhambra was coasting to a facile 
triumph. 

“This colt doesn’t care for anything,” 
Hooper said of Crozier. “We liked him 
right from the start. He’s as nice as they 
come. Only bad race he ran, which 
hardly counts, was when he bucked first 
time out. He’s not too big, but well put 
together.” 

Compared to Calumet’s stout Beau 
Prince, Crozier seemed delicate when 
viewed in the paddock before the Futurity. 
He’s a finely made, well proportioned colt. 
reminding one of a big greyhound. 

“As I was saying, you can never tell 
about a 2-year-old,” Hooper said, “Or 
any other horse. Here’s this Confuse I 
got. 1 of 3 3-vear-old fillies that have 


first grass attempt. 


won stakes for me this year (the others 
are Teacation and Dotty Kirsten). She 
was born with bad knees. She looked so 
bad as a suckling I asked myself, ‘Should 
I destroy her?’ I didn’t, and she grew. 
But she had such bad action it was like 
riding in a car with the tires all flat. 
Then she was a yearling and her knees 
were still bad, but the boys said she could 
really fly. So I said, ‘Hell, you’ve got me 
all confused,’ and that’s how she got her 
name.” 

Grossing $216,940, the Washington Park 
Futurity was second only to the Arling- 
ton Park Futurity ($218,944) as the rich- 
est race run this season to date. With 
the defection of Pappa’s All the ones to 
watch were Crozier, Mr. and Mrs. Herbert 
Herff’s Intensive, and Beau Prince. Logic- 
ally, Crozier should have been the favor- 
ite, but many in the crowd of 25,677 
were swayed by the name and reputation 
of Mrs. Markey’s Calumet Farm, and 
Beau Prince became the choice at 2.10 to 
1, while Crozier was 2.30 to 1 and Inten- 
sive 5 to 2. 

Intensive had failed badly in the Ar- 
lington Futurity, got nothing in the Prairie 
State when a rein broke, but gave Beau 
Prince 8 pounds and a neck defeat in a 
Futurity tune-up. Beau Prince earlier 
had won his first 2 starts in the mud, was 
a close third in the Arlington Futurity, 
and sixth in the Prairie State. Crozier 
bucked in his debut at Washington Park 
on June 28, won a maiden dash at Arling- 
ton on July 25 by 5 lengths, going 514 
furlongs in 1:0424, then was second in the 
Arlington Futurity and won the Prairie 
State. 

The Washington Park Futurity was a 
2-horse race between Crozier and Inten- 
sive. Crozier, on the inside, held a head 
margin over his rival for better than 514 
furlongs. In the early stretch it seemed 
that Willie Shoemaker and Intensive had 
dead-aim on the Hooper colt, but 
when Shoemaker dug in, there was no 
response. Crozier pulled away in_ the 
final sixteenth of a mile for a one-length 
decision in track-record time of 1:1514. 
Oak Dandy was third, 314 lengths away, 
and Beau Prince was fifth in the field of 9. 
The fractions were :2214, :4424, and 1:09. 
Crozier’s time clipped three-fifths of a 
second from the record shared by Vene- 
tian Way, in last year’s Washington Park 
Futurity, and Olymar, in a race just a 
few weeks ago.

Noureddin in Midway 


Noureddin, 5-year-old bay son of *Noor, 
will enter the stud next year at the 
Nuckols Brothers’ Hurstland Farm, Mid- 
way, Ky. He will stand for $750 for a 
live foal. 

Bred by Dr. Eslie Asbury at Forest Re- 
treat Farm, Carlisle, Ky., Noureddin was 
sold at the 1956 Keeneland summer sales 
for $9,500 to Dr. Peter Graffignini. The 
colt joined the Crabgrass Stable of Dr. 
Graffagnini, his son Peter, and Mrs. C, C. 
Butler and Michael Jennings. 

Noureddin was not started until July 
of his 2-year-old season, during which he 
won 2 races and was fourth in the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club Stakes. He indicated 
early that he would be a come-from-be- 
hind runner. 

Noureddin raced only 9 times at 3 before 


a hairline fracture of a sesamoid took 
him out of training in the spring of a 
promising campaign, and although he did 
not win a stakes, he was rated among the 
best of his generation in the Blood-Horse 
Handicap. He was second in the Louisiana 
Derby. Experimental Handicap. and Wood 
Memorial, third in the Kentucky Derby. 
In the year-end handicap he and Hills- 
dale had 118 pounds, 10 pounds below the 
top-weighted Tim Tam. 

At 4, in 1959, Noureddin won the 
Olympic Handicap, was second in the 
John R. Macomber Memorial. Stars and 
Stripes. and United Nations Handicaps. 
third in the Arlington, Laurance Armour 
Memorial. and Louisville Handicaps. and 
in the Blood-Horse Handicap of older 
horses he was given 117 pounds. His de- 
feat in the Arlington Handicap. one of 
the best races of his career, was at the 
hands of Round Table, winner by a head 
from Manassas, with Noureddin a_ neck 
farther back. 

Noureddin was the first foal of the 
unraced Castanea, a half-sister to Koubis. 
dam of Determine; Brown Plumage. dam 
of Indian Hill; and to Lebkuchen, Espea.

Sir Ruler to Stud 


Don R. Hardesty last week announced 
that he had purchased for syndication the 
5-year-old *Nasrullah horse Sir Ruler. 
The horse will stand next year at Hard- 
esty’s Bonnie Braes Farm, Lexington. for 
a fee of $500 for a live foal. 

The breeder said he would sell 20 
shares in the horse for $1.500 a share. He 
was being assisted in the syndication by 
the Cromwell Bloodstock Agency. 

Sir Ruler, first foal of the good race 
mare My Emma, was one of 16 weanlings 
bought by sealed bid from the Belair Stud 
by Miss Mildred Woolwine and associates. 
In January, 1956, the Woolwine syndicate 


resold the lot, and the *Nasrullah colt 
drew the top price, going to Eddie Hay- 
ward. agent for the Murcain-Byars Stable, 
for a bid of $35,000. Later that year Mur- 
cain-Byars sold him to a syndicate com- 
prised of A. B. Hancock Jr.. Howard Keck. 
Roger W. Wilson, and Ear] Allen. 

Racing for Hancock’s Claiborne farm 
at 2. Sir Ruler won 2 of his 7 starts and 
earned $19.500. In his only stakes placing 
of the year he was third in the Arlington 
Park Futurity, and American Race Horses 
1957 judged that his “potential unques- 
tionably was superior to his perform- 
ances.” He was assigned 108 pounds in 
the Experimental Free Handicap. 

At 3 Sir Ruler won the Oceanside. La 
Jolla, and Bay District Handicaps, was 
third in the Will Rogers Stakes and Del 
Mar Handicap, and was given 113 pounds 
in the Blood-Horse Handicap. He retires 
with total earnings of $77,525. 

The dam, My Emma, won 8 races, in- 
cluding the Hannah Dustin Handicap, and 
was second in the Molly Pitcher Handicap. 

She is a 
half-sister to Lone Eagle, winner in the 
U. S. of the Saratoga and Manhattan 
Handicaps and in England of the Ascot 
Gold Vase and Queen Elizabeth Stakes.

The one-mile Aqueduct Handicap had 5 run- 
ners, including Bald Eagle, which held the track 
record of 1:3336, set in the Metropolitan Handicap 
on May 30, and Intentionally, which last year at 
Washington Park equalled Swaps’ world record of 
1:33%. Bald Eagle carried top weight of 130 
pounds and was a 13-to-10 favorite. Intentionally, 
with 5 less pounds, was second choice at 195 to 1. 

Intentionally took the lead from Greek Star 
after 5 furlongs, and entered the stretch with a 
2-length advantage. Bald Eagle, in fourth place 
for the first half-mile, was taken to the outside 
on the stretch turn, moved into second place, 
and overtook Intentionally in the final strides to 
win by a head. Intentionally saved second by a 
nose from Warfare. First Landing finished fourth, 
3 lengths farther back, and returned with a bleed- 
ing mouth. Bald Eagle’s time was 1% seconds 
slower than his own track record. 

In his first start this year, Bald Eagle was 
beaten a neck by On-and-On in the McLennan 
Handicap. He then won the Widener Handicap, 
setting a new 1%-mile track record of 1:59%, the 
Gulfstream Park Handicap, and the Metropolitan 
Handicap. In the Suburban Handicap he carried 
top weight of 133 pounds and finished fourth to 
Sword Dancer (125), and in the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap, his last previous race, he carried top weight 
of 130 pounds and finished fourth to On-and-On 
(118). 

*Nasrullah, which died last year, has 7 other 
stakes winners this year. Pedigree and family

guineas. Hancock’s Claiborne Farm was the 
breeder of *Hydrangea II’s first 4 American-born 
foals, but her foal of 1956 was bred by Howard 
B. Keck, as was Nagea, which was foaled May 9, 
1957, at Claiborne Farm. 

As a 2-year-old Nagea won twice in California, 
and in New York he finished second in the Flash 
Stakes and unplaced in the Saratoga Special, his 
only stakes attempt of the year. This year, ex- 
cept for an unsuccessful trip to compete in the 
Belmont Stakes, Nagea has raced on the West 
Coast. He was unplaced in the San Felipe Stakes 
in February and in the Debonair and Will Rogers 
Stakes in May. After his return from New York, 
he was unplaced in the Cinema Handicap and the 
Hollywood Derby, and then finished third in the 
Oceanside Handicap, beaten less than a length 
by Our Rulla and First Balcony. In the La Jolla 
Mile Handicap on August 14 he was beaten a 
nose by Our Rulla, and when he came out next 
for the 9-furlong Del Mar Derby, the bettors made 
him an 11 to 10 favorite. 

After racing 4 and 5 lengths behind the pace- 
making Free Copy, Nagea rushed into contention 
on the final turn and took command entering the 
stretch. Early in the running his rider had lost 
his whip, but Nagea ran on truly and maintained 
a_half-length advantage over Have Tux, scoring 
the first added-money victory of his career. 

*Hydrangea II has a yearling colt and a suck- 
ling filly by *Ambiorix. She is now in foal to 
Nadir. Nagea was the eighth stakes winner this 
year by the deceased *Nasrullah.

Itsa Great Day, one of 15 runners in the Seashore 
Stakes, trailed along the backstretch, but he circled 
the field on the turn and was less than a length 
behind the pace-making *Merry Ruller as he en- 
tered the straight. His rush carried him past the 
leaders in mid-stretch and he quickly drew away, 
winning by 3% lengths. Bill Hartack, riding Itsa 
Great Day for the first time, said, “This is the 
best 2-year-old colt I've ridden this year.’ It was 
the colt’s fifth victory in 6 races. 

The Quick Reward colt broke his maiden in his 
first start, running for a claiming price of $7,500 
on May 25, and 2 months later he won again, for

Alhambra and Rick City were given an equal 
assignment of 128 pounds, but by the scale the 
3-year-old Four Lane had top weight for the

On the morning of the Washington Park Fu- 
turity, the Arlington Futurity winner Pappa’s All 
was discovered to have a filled left fore ankle, and 
he later was declared. In his absence betting inter- 
est centered on Beau Prince at 21 to 10, Crozier 
at 23 to 10, and Intensive at 25 to 10. 


Crozier took the lead at once and was imme- 
dia‘ely engaged by Intensive. Rapidly drawing 
away from the field, the 2 colts raced side-by-side, 
with Crozier maintaining a slight advantage until 
deep in the stretch where he drew clear, winning 
by a length. Intensive finished nearty 3% lengths 
in front of Oak Dandy, which led the favorite by 
a length. Crozier’s fractions were 222%, 744%, and 
1:09, and his final time of 1:15% was two-fifths 
of a second faster than the track record, set by 
Venetian Way when he won the event last year. 

On July 30, 5 days after he broke his maiden, 
Crozier lugged in deep in the stretch and finished 
second to Pappa’s All in the $100,000-added Arling- 
ton Futurity. In the Prairie State Stakes he took 
the lead soon after the start, disposed of Pappa’s 
All in mid-stretch, and won by a neck from Ross 
Sea. 


Crozier was the second stakes winner this year 
from the first American-bred crop by *My Babu, 
which stands at Leslie Combs II’s Spendthrift 
Farm, Lexington. Part of Crozier’s pedigree was in 
error in The Blood-Horse of August 27, page 556, 
and is therefore corrected in this issue.

Waltz, third stakes winner this year for *Turn-to, 
was foaled March 17, 1956, at Hartland Farm, 
Versailles, Ky. W. Arnold Hanger and A. J. Sack- 
ett consigned him to the 1957 Keeneland summer 
sales, from which he was taken for $19,000 by R.

Racing for Hanger, Waltz at 2 was worse than 
third only twice in 11 races in New York, and 
at year’s end Frank E. Kilroe assigned him 110 
pounds in the Experimental Free Handicap. Last 
year he won the Dwyer Handicap, setting a new 
track record; captured the Jersey and Leonard 
Richards Stakes; and ran third in the Shevlin 
Stakes. In the Blood-Horse Handicap of 3-year-olds 
he was given 119 pounds.

Solitude's Prix Morny 


DraAvuvILLe. From August 6 to August 31 
the center of French racing was Deau- 
ville, where owners, trainers, jockeys, and 
punters try to mix hard work and easy 
living. The weather was not too brilliant, 
and on some occasions the ground was too 
soft and a bit heavy. A great number of 
foreigners attended, and an Irish colt 
took second place in the Prix Morny. 

The 6-furlong Prix Morny, run August 
21, with a value of 120,000 new francs, 
was the second of the 3 big French races 
for 2-year-olds. The first, the 6-furlong 
Prix Robert Papin at Maisons-Laffitte on 
July 31, went to an English filly trained 
in France, High Bulk (Nimbus—Nigrette, 
by Mirza), unbeaten in 2 outings. High 
Bulk was prevented by an accident from 
running in the Prix Morny, but her run- 
ners-up, Fait du Prince (Prince Chevalier 
—Premiere Epreuve, by Fine Art) and 
L’Epinay (Buisson Ardent—Pantona, by 
Panorama) were at the start. 

Among the 13 other starters were the 
Irish colt Typhoon (Honeyway—Kings- 
worthy, by Kingstone), winner of the 
Coventry Stakes at Ascot and the Rich- 
mond Stakes at Goodwood; the French 
filly Douchka II (Soleil Levant—Tle 
d’Amour III, by Beguin), winner of the 
5-furlong Grand Criterium d’Ostende in 
Belgium; and another French filly, Soli- 
tude (Nosca—Summerhill II, by Unbreak- 
able), winner of the Prix des Reves d’Or 
at Vichy. 

Some other runners had done well, and 
3 of them had won their only starts; these 
included Deseada (El Sol—Djebeloza, by 
Djebel). But the race was won from start 
to finish by Solitude, which crossed the 
line in a canter, 214 lengths in front of 
Typhoon, Deseada, and L’Epinay, sep- 
arated by a short neck and a neck.

Thousand Guineas second and Sussex 
Stakes winner Venture  (Relic—Rose 
O’Lynn, by Pherozshah) and the Poule 
d’Essai winner Mincio (Relic—Merise, by 
Le Pacha). The 6-year-old France Luron 
(Free Man—Framee. by Vandale) was 
second in the 1957 Poule d’Essai. The 
winner, however, was a 3-year-old which 
had finished only fourth in the Poule 
d’Essai, showing a dislike for Longchamp’s 
hill. This was Djebel Traffic (*Coastal 
Traffic—Djebel Amour, by Djebel). pre- 
viously winner of the Prix Daphnis over 
a mile and a good second in the 114-mile 
Prix Eugene Adam at St. Cloud. 

Well placed on the outside. Djebel 
Traffic rapidly took the advantage from 
France Luron and Mincio, which were run- 
ning on the same side, while Venture had 
difficulty with the sticky going on the 
stand side and could finish only sixth. 
There were 21% lengths and a length sep- 
arating the first 3, Djebel Traffic, Franc 
Luron, and Mincio. 

The winner belongs to the Baron S. de 
Lopez-Tarragoya, who bred him. He was 
a good 2-year-old, placing at the 16th 
rank in the Handicap Optional. His sire, 
*Coastal Traffic (Hyperion—Rose of Eng- 
land, by *Teddy), got Buisson d’Or, Prix 
Royal Oak winner. His dam, Djebel 
Amour (Djebel—Lovelorn, by Firdaussi) 
is a granddaughter of Fille d’Amour, third 
dam of the Eclipse Stakes winner Javelot.

Ballon Rouge had been 
second to Surdi in the Coppa d’Oro di 
Milano. and Grand Schelem had been 
third in the Prix du Cadran and fourth to 
Sheshoon in the Grand Prix de Cloud. The 
winner, owned by Mme. Guy Weisweiller. 
was bred by Serge Houyvet. 

Sheshoon  (Precipitation—Noorani. by 
Nearco) ran in the 114-mile Prix Gontaut 
Biron, which he won by a neck from the 
5-year-old Malefaim (Premier Baiser— 
Malvia. by Messines). He was not im- 
pressive. but his objective is the 11-mile 
Prix de Are de Triomphe on October 9.

Two other 4-year-olds 
had the advantage of an allowance, Tou- 
karam (Wild Risk—Tete a Tete, by Fin- 
glas), third in the 1960 Gran Premio di 
Milano, and Rose de Picardie (Cobalt—

Wordpam went to the 
front in smooth style, and he won unchal- 
lenged. by 3 lengths. Then came Rose de 
Picardie, Nelson, Tiepoletto, Cremone. 
Toukaram, and Dalama. 


Wordpam had won over 114 miles at 2, 
in the Prix de Conde. This year he had 
been second in the Prix Greffulhe, sixth 
in the Prix Hocquart, and seventh in the 
Prix du Jockey Club. He was bred by his 
owner, Mme. A. Mariotti. His sire. Wor- 
den, exported to England, is already 
known by his brilliant start at stud. His 
dam, Pamphylie. produced the 1953 Prix 
du Jockey Club winner Chamant. 


High Prices for Fillies 


From August 20 to August 28 the Office 
du Pur Sang offered 380 yearlings to for- 
eign and French buyers, and 301 head 
were sold for 6.650.000 new francs, an 
average of about 22.000 NF ($4.500). The 
record price of 360,000 NF ($73.476) was 
paid by Mme. Cino del Duca for Her- 
bagere, a full sister to her champion colt 
Herbager (Vandale—Flagette, by Esca- 
millo). Trainer G. Bridgland gave 200.000 
NF ($40,820) for Maraude (Vandale— 
Marigold. by Panipat), and Rene Leh- 
mann paid 130,000 NF ($26.533) for the 
filly Douvres. by Sicambre out of the Prix 
de Diane winner Doube. by Vandale. 


The biggest price for a colt was 120,000 
NF ($24,492) for Pondichery (Nuccio— 
Lodore, by Precipitation, out of the high- 
class Belle of All). bought by Mme. Cino 
del Duca. while Francois Dupre got Envoi 
(Buisson Ardent—Entreaty, by Petition) 
for 112,000 NF ($22.859). 


The biggest buyers were Mme. Cino del 
Duca. who bought 8 yearlings for 727,000 
NF ($148.380), and the Italian expert 
Signor Arpisella, son of the founder of 
Lo Sportsman, who bought 15 for 402,000 
NF ($82.480). These results were excel- 
lent in a country where owner-breeders 
have the most important studs.

That Man MacDonald, from Miama 


Miami. In Bill MacDonald’s sumptuous 
office in the Miami Baseball Stadium, 
there are 7 pictures on the walls. 

There are 2 identical prints of Babe 
Ruth, photos of 2 other baseball players. 
a print of Man o’ War, and the finish 
and winner's circle pictures of MacDon- 
ald’s Royal Native winning the Top Flight 
Handicap at Belmont Park last June 4. 

The seventh picture is of the Pan- 
American Trailer Coach Company in Chi- 
cago. and in the frame is a check for 
$100.000, made out by MacDonald to ac- 
quire the company in 1949. 

Eleven years later Bill made out another 
large check—this time for $250.000, pay- 
able to Perne L. Grissom, to purchase 
Royal Native. Some horsemen told Bill 
he was crazy to go that high for a mare. 
He hasn’t regretted it for a moment. 

“[ remember Les Combs telling me I 
was nuts.” Bill said. “C’mon down and let 
me sell you some colts,’ he says. 

“T spent many a sleepless night making 
up my mind. The thing that clinched it 
was Arnold Hanger. 

“I told him Grissom wanted $250.000. 
He asked me how badly I wanted the 
horse. 

“T told him she was the most beautiful 
filly I ever saw. 

“So Hanger says. “Hell. you’re in love

with her. So pay the man $250.000.’ I 
did.” 

MacDonald. who made his million in 
the mobile-home manufacturing business. 
has 3 great interests—horse racing, base- 
ball. and golf. He owns the Miami Mar- 
lins baseball club of the International 
League—a disastrous venture that will cost 
him $150.000 this year. He also owns the 


Tampa team of the Florida State League, 
which is a success. 

He recently purchased the Tropical 
Park stock owned by Ralph DeChiaro, 45 
per cent, and became treasurer. 


MacDonald, a portly, honest, and very 
friendly Scotsman, started going to the 
races at Washington Park and Hawthorne 
in Chicago when he was 18 years old. He 
bought his first yearlings in 1951, but he 
did not have a stakes horse until he pur- 
chased the ready-made Royal Native short- 
ly after she had won the Black Helen 
Handicap at Hialeah Park last March. 

“T got wind she was for sale. like every- 
body else. when I read that Grissom and 
Kenny Noe (then trainer of Royal Na- 
tive) had a blow-up in the paddock at 
Hialeah. 

“T asked Grissom about her and_ he 
wanted $250.000. I offered him $200,000. 
Then he wanted to split the difference and 
go $225,000. 

“We let it hang there. and she went out 
and hung me—she won the Black Helen. 
I saw Grissom wasn’t going to budge so 
I talked to Hanger and came up with the 
$250.000.” 

The official price actually was $252,500. 
Bill had to kick in an extra $2.500 to pay 
half the agent’s fee.

Colonial, Top Flight, Molly Pitcher, and 
Arlington Matron Handicaps and has fin- 
ished second in the Bed O’Roses and Del- 
aware Handicaps. 

Bill's reluctance to accept a 3-pound 
penalty for Royal Native backfired in the 
Delaware Handicap. After an easy victory 
in the Molly Pitcher, he decided to skip 
the New Castle. 

“[ didn’t want to carry 132,” he said. 
“As it turned out. we were wrong. We 
finished second with 129, and we would 
have finished second with 132. But we 
didn’t pick up that $20,000 waiting for 
us in the New Castle. 

“But you have to look at it this way: 
I paid $20,000 to miss 3 pounds; I'd pay 
$40.000 to get 6 pounds off, and I’d pay 
$60.000 to get off 9 pounds.” 


At the time of this interview, Bill was 
awaiting the weights for the United Na- 
tions invitational. 

“We're definitely going to get an invi- 
tation.” he said, “and if the weights are 
right I think we’ll take a shot. It depends 
on the field and what they give us. 


“T hate to run against colts but my horse 
loves grass. Actually, Pete and Bill will 
make the decision after they see the 
weights.” 

Pete is 27-year-old Pete Gacicia, the 
trainer; Bill is none other than the con- 
troversial William Hartack. MacDonald 
has a great deal of faith in both. 

“Some guys said I was out of my head 
letting a ‘kid’ train Royal Native. Hell. 
Pete’s done a wonderful job. He’s got all 
the patience in the world, and he’s got 
Royal Native running real kind for him. 
I made no mistake there. 

“Hartack? He fits her like a glove and 
rides her with confidence. Troubles? I 
hired me a jockey. not a public relations 
man. He wins with her. That’s the idea, 
isn’t it?” 

After the U. N., if she runs. MacDon- 
ald may start Royal Native in the Bel- 
dame, Spinster, and maybe in one other 
stakes. If she stays sound, he will run her 
at 5 before retiring her to stud. 

Bill owns a farm near Delray. Fla.. 
and he just might try breeding Royal 
Native to Needles. “But I suppose she'll go 
to Kentucky.” 

Bill traveled to Ireland last summer 
and purchased Byzantine Empress. a 7- 
year-old *Royal Charger mare. from 
Paddy Prendergast. Byzantine Empress 
had a foal at side by Guersant. the French 
champion, and she was in foal to Hill 
Gail. 

MacDonald left Byzantine Empress in 
Ireland, “so’s I'll have an excuse to go 
back there. I authorized Paddy to buy 
me a couple colts, too.” 

MacDonald became a horse owner in 
1951 with the purchase of 2 yearlings—

Count Trim, by Count Fleet, tied the 
track record at Belmont for 5 furlongs but 
did not develop as well as MacDonald had 
hoped. He now stands at the Delray farm, 
and First Dare is there, too.

The family moved to 
New England, and he attended high school 
in Boston. He studied law at night for 
6 years, but never got a degree. 

He then moved to Chicago and became 
a bus driver. He quit when the boss 
wouldn’t let him be a conductor, and be- 
fore long he owned his own buses, running 
between Chicago and New York. 

Next came a trucking business, and 
then the manufacture of mobile homes, 
which on December 31, 1959, he sold out 
to Chance-Vaught for $7 million.

Birthday 


On Wednesday. September 4, Aqueduct 
was a year old. It was on this day a 
year ago that Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, 
Mayor Robert Wagner. various 
other officials helped John W. Hanes cut 
the ribbon that opened a new concept of 
racing in New York. 

In 66 days of racing last fall almost 
2.000.000 spectators sent a total handle 
of $178.095.629 through the pari-mutuel 
machines. This worked out to a daily aver- 
age of 28.005 in attendance and $2.698,419 
in mutuel handle. New York State, from 
this one meeting alone. received $19,071.- 
072. a sizeable share of the $51,533,924 
the state received in 1959 from all forms 
of Thoroughbred taxation. 

In the first meetings held thus far this 
year 2.555.637 watched 88 days of racing. 
If this pace is maintained through the fall 
the attendance will reach the unprece- 
dented daily average of 29,000. Not too 
many years ago, this would have been a 
respectable crowd for a Saturday or a 


holiday. 


An experiment started by the New York 
Racing Association in July has _ proved 
successful and is being continued. This 
is an employment office for backstretch 
help. The office was opened at Belmont 
Park to provide a liaison between trainers 
seeking help and boys and men seeking 
employment. Each applicant for work is 
screened by the Pinkerton National De- 
tective Agency before names are listed.
